It appears from figures compiled by the 
D epartm ent of Commerce and Labor 
th a t for the year ending June 30, P ort­ 
land shipped 1,474,147 bushelsof wheat, 
valued at $1,331,913 ; San Francisco be­ 
ing second, with 1,315,477, and the Du­ 
et Sound region third, with 1,246,616. 
Never before has a Pacific Coast port 
led the country in wheat shipments. 
Y et Portland^ cut more wheat to for­ 
eign m arkets in 1904. 
Shejthen shipped 
3,476,453 b u sh e ls-but the difference 
arises from the vast domestic shipm ents 
to California and inland points this year 
estim ated as being twice as much as the 
exports. 
As w heat prices and transportation 
* 
tes are at present, the prosperity of 
wetland and the territory tributary to 
h e r are not subjects of envy to the 
farm ers and shippers of the Middle 
W est w heat belt. They are doing well 
them selves and are glad if other sec 
tions of the country are doing well also 
But if the advocates of a governm ent­ 
al commission, with power to fix freight 
rates, should carry th eir point, with the 
alm ost certain result of establishing a 
d5stance tariff, a contrast of circum-

Portland 
would continue to export th© wheat 
raised west 
of the 
mountains and 
brought to her by comparatively inex­ 
pensive short hauls; but with the dis­ 
tance tariff’s ton-mile rate in full force, 
the Middle W est would be uuable to 
ship the cereal to the seaports and de­ 
rive any profit from so doing. 
If such a state of things should pre­ 
vail, it would be a convincing object-les­ 
son in the discrim inations between lo­ 
calities set up by an inflexible distance 
rate —the very thing which it is now 
the constant effort of railroad traffic 
m anagers to avoid by so adjusting 
c h a rg e s th at producers living at a dis- 
Avcne from export centers shall have an 
equal chance with those situated nearer 
to these centers.

St. Paul Line.

Csar*a R ebel Soldier* 
H ave 
C lash 
w ith Loyall*! Troop*. 
W hile St. Peterbeurg was without tel­ 
egraphic commuuiucation with the outer 
world, belated advices received at the 
frontier points by courier showed that 
the situation in the Czar’s capital and 
throughout the empire was exceedingly 
grave, with promise of developing iuto 
complete chaos. 
The Czar is beset from within and 
without the palace, mutiny rages in the 
Baltic provinces, the reactionaires are 
trying to override W itte and force a trial 
at arms with the people, nnd disaffection 
increases among the imperial troops. The 
naval battalions have revolted en masse, 
nnd the warships have been disarmed. 
Meanwhile the striking telegraphers are 
defiant and the railroad employes and 
workmen are considering a walk-out. 
T he revolutionists, social democrats, 
and advocates of a democratic republic 
are taking advantage of every tu rn in 
the situation nnd working assiduously to 
win the army over to their organized 
plan for the overthrow of the throne. 
T he Jew s of Odessa report a plan by 
the troops to begin another massacre. 
To just what extent these various move­ 
ments have progressed is not yet known. 
A dispatch from Kiev via Podwolo- 
ezyska says: 
One company of a pon­ 
toon battery mutinied, and, fully armed, 
marched through the streets trying to 
persuade other troops to join it. Only 
an engineer corps did so. 
The muti­ 
neers. then 2.<xh> strong, continued their 
march. Tw o hundred Cossacks were sent 
to prevent their advance, 
but 
(Jen. 
Drake, in order to prevent bloodshed, 
subsequently withdrew the Cossacks and 
permited the mutineers to pass. 
Gov.- 
Gen. Suchomiloff then 
telephoned 
an 
order that energetic measures be taken 
against the mutineers and that they be 
fired upon at the first opportunity. 
The 
troops then fired upon the 
mutineers, 
who returned the fire and fled. 
The 
casualties on both sides were about sev­ 
enty dead and 300 wounded. 
Two hun­ 
dred mutineers surrendered.

Crop conditions arc sum m arized by 
the w e a th e r b u re a u ’s m onthly bulletin 
for Novem ber, as follows: 


While the Atlantic coast districts ex­ 
perienced droughty conditions, and heavy 
rains proved detrimental in the west 
gulf States, the weather condition* dur­ 
ing November, 1905, generally were fa­ 
vorable for farming operations in nearly 
all districts, being exceptionally 
b o in 
the central valleys. 
The long contin­ 
ued drought in California was relieved 
by generous rains near the close of the 
month, when a heavy fall of snow oc­ 
curred throughout the northern Rocky 
mountain region and thence eastw ard to 
the upper lakes. 
The reports indicate that in the prin­ 
cipal winter wheat States winter wheat 
is entering the winter in excellent condi­ 
tion. In the middle Atlantic States, how­ 
ever. the germination of late sown wheat 
was not wholly satisfactory, but that 
seeded early is in promising condition. 
T he Hessian fly is reported from Scat­ 
tered localities in Missouri and Pennsyl­ 
vania and also in Michigan, being confin­ 
ed principally to the early sowu in the 
last mentioned State. 
On the north P a ­ 
cific coast the conditions have been fa­ 
vorable for seeding, but germination has 
not been satisfactory. 
Except in a small 
part of western Mississippi and scattered 
localities in - Alabama practically all of 
the cotton crop in the districts east of 
the Mississippi had been gathered by 
the close of the month, the same being 
true of Louisiana, but in Missouri, A r­ 
kansas and Texas, and Oklahoma and 
Indian territories a small part of the 
crop is still in the fields.

.The scuttles were open, but 
as the row of bunks had 
been 
built

experiences. 
Tile smuggler’s stories of lucky adven­ 
tures and successful runs were capped 
by the footpad’s reminiscences of foggy 
nights and stolen watches. 
The poacher, 
grimly thinking of his sick wife and or­ 
phaned children, would start 
as 
the 
night-house ruffian clapped him on the 
shoulder and bid him to take good heart 
and “be a man.” 
The shop boy. whose 
love of fine company and high living 
had brought him to this pass, had shak­ 
en off the first shame that was on him, 
and listened eagerly to the narratives 
of successful vice that fell so glibly from 
the lips of his older companions. 
To

In connection with the contention of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
th at the proper basis for regulating 
freight rates is th at of m ileage, the ar­ 
ticle of Prof. W. D. Taylor, of the Uni­ 
versity of W isconsin, in the Review of 
Reviews, is significant* 
“A politically constituted commission 
endowed with federal authority, would 
probably be forced ultim ately, as con­ 
tended by Professor M eyer, by the 
rivalry of local competition, to base 
rates it would authorize principally on 
geographical conditions,” he writes. 
“The length of haul would govern rates 
on each article. 
But the commerce of 
tho country ha9 thriven because the 
railways have largely ignored distance 
in m aking th eir rates—because they 
have broken down geographical lim ita­ 
tions. 
For example, three-dollar shoes 
made in Boston, are sold at the same 
price all over the Union. 
“The tim e may come when the coun­ 
try is developed, w ith its industries set­ 
tled down in definite lines, when it 
would be advisable to have freiget rates 
on each article based on distance. 
But 
th at time does not seem to have arrived 
yet even in England, a n d jt is certainly 
a long way off in this expanding coun­ 
try .”

NEW INAUGURAL DAY. 


I,ant Th ii rmlii y In A pril S«*lf*<*t«*'l for 
InntH llntlon of P ren lilrn f*. 
President Roosevelt’s 
successor will 
be inaugurated on the last Thursday in 
April, 1909. instead of on the 4th of 
March that year, provided Congress and 
the different States not promptly upon 
a report which will be made to it by a 
committee consisting of the Governors 
of forty-four States and territories and 
fifteen citizens of Washington. 
There 
was a unanimity of sentiment that the 
date upon which the President is inau­ 
gurated should be changed. 
The 4th of March generally Is incle­ 
ment. 
The weather during the latter 
part of February aud the first of March 
is the most trying of all the winter in 
W ashington, and numerous deaths are 
traceable directly to exposure, either forc­ 
ed or voluntary, on inauguration day. 
The date upon which the President is 
inaugurated can be changed only by an 
amendment to the Constitution. Twice 
the Senate hns passed a resolution intro­ 
duced by the late Senator Hoar to sub­ 
mit an amendment to the Constitution 
designating the last Thursday in April 
as inauguration day. 
The choice be­ 
tween the members of the committee 
narrowed down to this date or the 30th 
pf April, several of the Governors favor­ 
ing the latter because on 
that 
date 
George W ashington was first inaugurat­ 
ed. 
A large majority of the committee 
preferred the last Thursday, to prevent 
the day for inaugurating the Presided 
from falling on Sunday.

Lust February W ard shot 
and killed II.

out of 1,000 in the United States over 
IO years old are

to 
write, 
which is equivalent to about one in 
ten. 
O f the native w hite population 
only -it; out o f every 1,000 or 
few er 
than one in tw enty, of the foreign born 
w hites, 128 out of every I,OOO. and of 
the negroes 445 out of every 1,000 are 
Illiterate. 
International com parisons, restricted 
as far as possible to 
corresponding 
classes of the population, are on the 
whole, favorable to this country, indi­ 
cating that in most European countries 
illiteracy is 
much 
more 
prevalent 
than it is here, although the United 
States is still far 
behind Germ any, 
Sweden, N orway, Denmark and Sw itz­ 
erland. 
There also is ground for sa tis­ 
faction in the statistical evidence that 
illiteracy is being reduced steadily. In 
I SIH) the number of illiterates in every 
I.<HH) w as 133 for the total population, 
62 for the native w hite population. 130 
for the foreign-born w hite aud 508 for 
negroes. Indians and M ongolians. 
T he wom en are show n to be more 
illiterate than the men, the illiteracy 
for wom en being 112 in each 1,000 and 
for men 101.
